15 Huron candidates 
will vie in primary 


A total of 12 Democrats and three 
Republicans are seeking 
nominations to five elective 
positions in Huron Township in the 
iorthcoming Aug. 8 primary, ac- 
cording to Mrs. San, -a Rhodes, 
township clerk. 

Democrat George W. Moore is 
running unopposed for the office of 
Huron Township supervisor, as is 
Republican Roy Baker.

A special meeting of Romulus 
Mayor William M. Oakley and 
city council Thursday night went 
like clockwork, with the result 
that the 1978-79 city budget of 
$11,095,943 was adopted 
unanimously. 

‘Tve never seen a mayor and 
council work so well together,” 
commented Larry Moore, 
finance director, w ho is entrusted 
with providing mayor and council 
.vith all of the monetary figures 
needed to v*n*k on the budget. 

Major cl ^/ges in tbe overall 
budget, slight ly from last 
year, was* the merger of the in- 
dustrial coordinator’s depart- 
ment and that of the grants 
department, and the combining 
of the ordinance department and 
the animal control department. 


The latter move resulted in the 
position of one animal control 
officer being eliminated, Moore 
said. 

Hyle Carmichael, former 
mayor, is now the city’s in- 
dustrial coordinator. Since the 
grants department is without a 
director following the recent 
resignation of Stephen Bcnczek,

City, schools join 
to improve services 


A joint task force of city and 
school officials has been formed in 
Romulus to provide citizens of the 
community with more and better 
services for their tax dollars, it was 
learned by the Romulus Roman. 

According to Jay Young, Romulus 
public information officer, the group 
held its second meeting a week ago 
and came up with a list of six goals it 
hopes to accomplish out of a total of 
40 suggestions submitted at the two 
sessions. 

They are: 

1) A jointly published newsletter 
which would be mailed to all 
Romulus residents, 

2) Involving the Romulus Help 
Center with local hi£i and junior 
high school counseling programs, 

3) Establishment of regional 
parks at some of the nine elemen- 
tary schools in the city through

recreational facilities (Hale Creek 
Elementary School w'as targeted as 
a site for one such regional park due 
to its proximity to 700 residential 
homes within walki ng distance from 
the school.), 

4) Distribution of books from the 
Romulus City Library to city schools 
by PTA volunteers, 

5) Use of school buses for some 
city programs, including tran- 
sportation of senior citizens. 

6) Join gatherings of city and 
school employes and officials. 

The task force is composed of: Art 
McPharlin, principal of Hale Creek 
Elementary School; Terrel M. 
LeCesne, principal of Mt. Pleasant 
Elementary School; Larry Moore, 
Romulus finance director; and Jay 
Young, Romulus public information 
officer. 


A meeting slated for July 24 and 
requested by Wayne County Sheriff 
William Lucas with Romulus mayor 
and council will probe the sheriff s 
concern over the city’s desire to 
have Michigan State Police patrol 
urban freeways in addition to 
sheriff’s deputies. 

A letter from Lucas in mid-June 
to Mayor William M. Oakley 
questioned the city’s passage of a 


resolution which allows police 
troopers to patrol freeways in the 
city as contained in recent state 
legislation. 

The sheriff asked that the 
resolution, passed last October, be 
rescinded by the Romulus City 
Council and stressed the un- 
necessary “duplication of services”. 

Romulus has been patrolled by 
sheriff’s deputies for several years 


under a contract wfith Wayne 
County. Currently, the sheriff’s 
deputies are negotiating with the 
county for a new* wage contract and 
the city is paying for patrol services 
on a day-to-day basis for four full- 
time squad cars around the clock. 

Once the new contract is agreed 
upon, the city will have to pay the 
difference between the new wage 
scales and those it is now paying 
under the old expired contract

lifting a restraining order against 
the township and permitting in- 
stallation of traffic control signs for 
a 90-day period, Puskar maintained. 

The road commission evidently 
felt slighted that it was not asked for 
permission by the township to 
erect the signs and last week 
threatened to tear them down. This 
prompted Chief Carney to assign a 
squad car to patrol the route taken 
by the trucks from the Sumpter 
landfill to Monroe and back. 

After meeting with the road 
commission Monday, Puskar and 
Carney were told the commission 
wanted a letter from Huron 
Township requesting permission for 
the signs. The two men went to the 
second meeting to hear what the 
commission planned to do after 
sending the letter. 

The letter informed the road 
commission that the township had 
issued a temporary 90-day traffic 
control order by the police chief 
prohibiting trucks of over three 
axles from traveling north on Waltz 
Road between Will-Carleton Drive 
and Huron Driver Drive. 

That route is taken daily by 80 to 
100 empty trucks of the M & B 
Contracting Co. of Novi on their 
return trip to the Sumpter landfill. 
Township officials contend the 
vehicles are dangerous to motorists 
and pedestrians, especially when 
hauling through the Waltz com- 
munity. 

Puskar and Carney arrived early 
only to find they would not be 
allowed to speak until the end of the 
meeting. Much to their surprise, 
Puskar said, a camera crew showed 
up from a Detroit television station 
and the two men were immediately 
put on the agenda. 

Puskar and Carney said the road 
commission took the township to 
task for their “shotgun approach” to 
the whole situation and stuck to its 
guns in maintaining that the com- 
mission should have been asked 
permission by the township for the 
signs. 

Both men took offense at the road 
commission’s accusation. Chief 
Carney retorted, ‘‘Since early 
February when this all began, I’ve 
talked to everyone, including all 
levels of the road commission. I 
exhausted all approaches.” 

End result of the township's ap- 
pearance on local television before 
the road commission, according to 
Puskar, is that the status quo will be 
maintained. 

“Everything is in limbo for a two- 
week period The signs will stay up, 
and after that time, we are 
scheduled to meet with the Edison 
Co.. M & B and the road com- 
mission,” he explained. 

Until that time. Chief Carney said 
his officers will ticket any truck 
violating the township’s traffic 
control signs He said one ticket was 
issued to a truck traveling over the 
prohibited portion of the route and 
that officers could have cited more 
had they arrived early enough one 
day last week. 

“If and when the order becomes 
permanent, then we will involve the 
road commission,” he said

Medicare: Supplemental insurance needed

Medicare never was meant to be a 
full coverage program. It was 
enacted because private insurance 
simply was not able to provide 
adequate coverage for a large 
enough portion of older people’s 
medical bills without very high 
premiums. 

In the 11 years since the enact- 
ment of Medicare, oii-of-pocket 
medical expenses for Medicare-age 
people have more than doubled. 

If you’re 65 or over your average 
yearly medical bill is about $1,400. 
Of that, Medicare pays about $500. 

Since it began in 1966, Medicare 
has paid a progressively smaller

can cut 
expense 

Michigan could save more than 
$3.4 billion by resurfacing 20,600 
miles of roads before they become 
too badly worn for routine im- 
provement, according to a study 
released last week. 

With increasing traffic, these 
deteriorating roads are expected to 
wear out by 1986 and then will have 
to be rebuilt at more than four times 
the cost of resurfacing, according to 
The Road Information Program 
(TRIP). 

The Washington D.C. research 
and information agency found that: 

-One third of Michigan’s paved 
roads need to be resurfaced within 
eight years to avoid more costly 
restoration later. 

— It would cost $4.45 billion to 
rebuild these 20,579 miles of 
deteriorating roads after they wear 
out. but only $967.8 million to 
resurface them instead — a $3.46 
billion saving. 

—Timely resurfacing would save 
the equivalent of $581 for each of the 
state’s 5 ,950,tl 00 drivers. 

Traffic in Michigan is expected to 
increase 48 per cent in the next 15 
years, from 58.2 to 86.1 billion 
vehicles miles per year, according 
to federal traffic projections. 

Michigan already has 12,382 miles 
of roads that are too badly worn to 
be resurfaced a nd must be rebuilt at 
a cost of $2.67 billion. Four years 
ago, it would have cost only $384.2 
million to resurface them, the study 
estimated. 

TRIP estimated it would cost $3.66 
billion, or $457.8 million a year, to 
catch up on road resurfacing and 
reconstruction needs by 1986. By 
comparison, the state, counties and 
municipalities have budgeted a total 
of $464 million for fiscal 1978 for all 
road and bridge work including new' 
construction, the report pointed out. 

The annual catch-up costs include 
$123.5 million to resurface an 
average of 2,572 miles a year, plus 
$334.3 million to rebuild an average 
of 1,548 miles a year. These cost 
estimates do not account for future 
inflation, TRIP said.

share of your health care dollar. For 
example, the hospital deductible 
(the “first dollar’’ not paid by 
Medicare) has risen from $40 to the 
current $144. 

In the beginning, the amount 
Medicare paid for doctors’ services 
was close to the actual prevailing 
charge. Today, the Medicare 
allowance can be much less — as 
little as 30 percent of the actual 
charge for some services. 
Nationally, Medicare pays about 60 
percent of covered hospital bills and 
half of covered doctor bills. 

Today, if you’re 65 or over, you’re 
relying on private health insurance 
more than ever to protect yourself 
against major out-of-pocket health 
care expenses. More than 11 million 
people over 65 (about 60 percent) 
own one or more insurance policies 
in addition to Medicare. And, they 
pay more than $550 million a year 
for this private coverage. 

So, what’s your best health in- 
surance buy? You have many op- 
tions. There are four general types 
of programs: 

HOSPITAL INDEMNITY pays a 
fixed amount for each day of 
hospital or surgical procedure. 

MAJOR MEDICAL the best 
protection for an extended 
catastrophic illness, but does not 
pay first dollars because of 
deductibles which you must pay 
first. 

HEALTH MAINTENANCE 
ORGANIZATIONS (HMOs) are one- 
stop centers when you can pay a pre- 
set annual fee and get a broad range 
of health services. However, HMOs 
currently are few and far between, 
and most won’t take on new sub- 
scribers over age 65. 

MEDICARE COM- 
PLEMENTARY is a specific policy 
sold under different names by many 
insurers, designed specifically to fill 
the Medicare gaps and deductibles. 

By far the most popular option is 
the Medicare supplement type of 
policy. Your annual premiums will 
range from about $60 to more than 
$200, depending on the benefits. 

Blue Cross and Blue Shield Plans 
as well as commercial insurance 
companies and associations for 
retired persons sell Medicare 
supplementary or complementary 
policies. 

There are numerous differences 
among these policies. You’ll find 
some are short on doctor bill 
coverage. Some reimburse full 
prescription drug costs. But a good 
Medicare supplement policy has 
three distinct characteristics. 

(1) It provides “service” benefits 
rather than “indemnity” benefits.**; 
That is, ones that pay for all or a 
percentage of actual charges not 
met by Medicare, rather than ones 
paying a fixed amount for each type 
of hospital and medical service. 
“Service” benefits also 
automatically keep up with in- 
flation. Indemnity policies go out of 
date. 

(2) A good policy fills as many of 
Medicare financial gaps as possible. 
Some offer a major medical 
program as a part of or as an op- 
tional extension of the basic 
coverage. (Retiree associations’ 
coverages are a different matter. 
They are designed with separate 
policies for hospital, medical, 
nursing home, etc. coverage.) 

(3) Your Medicare supplement 
policy should not have more than a 
six month “waiting period” during 
which pre-existing health conditions 
are not covered. 

Whatever your supplemental 
insurance coverage program 
provides, do not expect it to cover 
all of your medical expenses. And, 
don't exDect a combination of

policies to do it either. Most insurers 
coordinate benefits for your 
protection to see that some people do 
not make a profit from being ill. This 
helps to keep everyone’s premium 
down. 


Older people often do buy several 
policies, hoping to fill as many of 
Medicare’s gaps aspossible. This is 
understandable and perfectly legal 
— but it's expensive and usually 
duplicates some benefits. Select one 


coverage that best meets your 
needs. 

Finally, when you need to use your 
complementary coverage, Keep 
good records and be prepared for 
some paperwork. If your doctor does 


not accept assignment and will not 
file the claim for you, most com- 
plementary type policies require 
you to submit the claim for some of 
the benefits offered, if you want your 
monev back. 


Is that applause? 

No, just neighbors swatting mosquitos 


If you’re toiling out of doors and 
you think you hear applause for your 
efforts, it’s more than likely the 
neighbors slapping mosquitos. 

Mosquito numbers are up, but not 
unusually — Mother Nature gave 
you a reprieve the last two years 
(how quickly we forget). Actually, 
the population has just returned to 
“normal.” 

“The combination of frost during 
spring, and lack of rain during the 
summer of 1977 and 1976 con- 
siderably reduced mosquito 
populations. But this spring was 
ideal for the development of the 
pest, which is the typical pattern for 
Michigan,” explained Dr. H.D. 
Newson, Michigan State University 
medical entomologist. 

If you’re curious about what’s 
putting the bite on you, it’s 
the woodland (Ades) and the over- 


wintering types (Anopheles and 
Culex) ; none of which are threats in 
terms of human disease tran- 
smission this time of year. 

"Woodland-type mosquitos 
emerge in early spring from eggs 
laid last summer and fall and 
generally are found in nonpolluted 
water. The Anopheles and Culex are 
the types that overwinter in attics, 
garages, woodpiles etc., becoming 
active as spring warms,” Newson 
said. 

About the only place in the state 
mosquitos are not flying about in 
great numbers is in Bay and 
Saginaw counties where a mosquito 
control district has been established. 

“Mosquito breeding pools, 
detected through NASA satellite 
photos and the MSU remote sensing 
unit, pretty much pinpointed areas 
in which early pest control could be 


implemented. This is about the only 
way protection can be obtained,” 
Newson explained 

Until such community- wide action 
is taken, the local resident has little 
alternative to slapping, scratching 
or spraying throughout the summer. 

While it’s pretty much a losing 
battle, there are some steps that can 
be taken to help reduce mosquito 
numbers around the home. 
Malathion may provide temporary 
control, if used to spray shrubbery 
and tall grasses. Indoors, Dichlorvos 
“pest strips” of Pyrethrum, used 
according to directions, may be 
effective. 

Other mosquito preventive 
measures to use around the home 
are: 

— Get rid of all trash items in vour 


yard which can hold water — they 
are ideal breeding sites for 
mosquitos. 

— Empty children’s plastic 
wading pool at least weekly and 
store the pool indoors when not in 
use. 

— Provide tight, insect-proof 
covers for all permanent water 
containers such as wells, cisterns, 
septic tanks and cessoools 
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Composting: 
Trims waste ; 
saves energy 

Composting can save energy and reduce solid 
waste while providing nitrogen and other valuable 
nutrients to the soil. 

It takes five tons of coal to produce one ton of 
nitrogen fertilizer, so gardeners and homeowners 
who want to fertilize their gardens and conserve 
energy can accomplish both by recycling home, 
lawn and garden wastes. 

All vegetable food scraps can be composted. 
Avoid meat or grease, however. They attract 
rodents and other animal pests. 

To compost in the garden, bury vegetable scraps 
between rows where you will plant vegetables. 
Bacteria in the soil .will decompose them. Next 
, plant where yc» huried scraps this year 
scraps where A^rew vegetables 
t you have a few H ^ of leaves left from raking 
MIt : lawn in the fall, atk some each time you bury 
scraps. This fall, save all your leaves. Shred them 
somewhat by running over them with a lawnmower. 
Smaller pieces decay faster. The faster they can 
break down, the sooner they can contribute 
valuable nitrogen to the garden. 

If you use new sawdust or other fresh mulches, 
some nitrogen deficiencies may occur. As soil 
microorganisms break down fresh material, they 
tie up available nitrogen, and the nitrogen is not 
given up to the soil until the organisms die. 

Enrichment of garden soil is not the only benefit 
of composting. By recycling household vegetable 
wastes, leaves and grass clippings, homeowners 
and gardeners could reduce the demand on sewage 
treatment plants, city refuse pickup and scarce 
sanitary landfill sites and, at the same time, recycle 
valuable natural resources. 

If you opt for a separate compost site apart from 
your garden, make the top of the pile slightly dish- 
shaped. Rain or other additional water will then 
collect in the pile instead of running off. Material 
will decay faster, it it stays moist. And minimizing 
run-off reduces the potential for water pollution by 
nutrients leached from the pile.

Dr. K. Sata moves to Romulus 


Ultra-modern dental clinic 
caters to patient's comfort 


A much-needed service has come 
to the community of Romulus in the 
form of Dr. Kundan B. Sata, who has 
opened a new dental clinic at Metro 
Plaza West (Chamber of Commerce 
Building.) 

The 36- year -old Dr Sata and her 
staff of two dental assistants have 
moved into an ultra-modem suite 
featuring an open concept (no doors 
to inner rooms) and a luxuriously 
appointed decor accented with 
modernistic wallpaper and live 
plants. 

Associated with a dental office in 
Taylor since 1975. she decided to 
move to Romulus after talking to 
Mel Morgan, prominent 
businessman who owns the plaza, 
and other city leaders. TTiey con- 
vinced her that there was a need for 
another dentist’s office in Romulus, 
she explained. 

Now a bustling community of 
28,000 residents, RomuliE had only 
two dentists prior to Dr. Sata’s 
arrival. 

Her new office will have two 
dental chairs, with room for ex- 
pansion to six, and features the 
latest and most modem dental 
equipment. But, her office also 
caters to the comforts and con- 


venience of her patients as well 

While patients are being worked 
on by Dr. Sata, they can more easily 
forget what is going on by watching 
a television set suspended from the 
ceiling in front of their eyes or listen 
to music on stereo headphones, or 
both, should they so desire. 

The television and stereo will help 
drown out the noises made by dental 
instruments, making the office visit 
that much more pleasant. 

In addition to injections given to 
deaden sensitive nerves, Dr. Sat a 
also will have nitrous oxide, more 
commonly known as “laughing 
gas M , to ease the discomfort which 
mayaccompany dental repair work. 
She also plans to add more dentists 
to her staff in the future, including 
an oral surgeon 

Also new to mostdental offices is a 
panoramic X-ray which does away 
with taking shots of individual teeth. 
The new electronic machine X-rays 
the patient’s entire mouth with one 
picture, thus cutting down on total 
cost and inconvenience to the 
patient. 

Two attractive dental assistants 
will help Dr. Sata and will be 
available during office hours for the 
six days she will be open every 


week Beverly Harding and Karen 
Glenn will aid her in those duties not 
requiring her professional expertise. 

Contributing to the effort made by 
Dr Sata to relax the patient before 
they go in for dental work is a huge 
four and one-half foot diagonal 
movie screen in the waiting room 
that runs continuously. Some of the 
movies shown will be those enjoyed 
by children, thus placing their 
thoughts away from the cavity that 
may soon have to be filled. 

Dr. Sata received a bachelor of 
dental surgery degree in 1968 from 
Bombay University and her doctor 
of dental surgery degree in 1973 
from the University of Michigan 

Her husband, Jim is an engineer 
with the Ford Motor Co. They have 
two children - a son, Milan, 9* and a 
daughter, Megha, 3. She enjoys 
swimming, bowling, stamp 
collecting and music. 

All types of health insurance, 
including Medicaid, will be honored 
and senior citizens are invited to 
visit Dr. Sata’s new dental clinic. 

Judging from all that her new 
dental suite has to offer Romulus 
residents, it looks like Dr. Sat a and 
staff are due for a lengthy stay in the 
community.

On June 8, 1978, more than 300 
parents visited Hale Creek 
Elementary School to shop in its 
“Magical Shopping Mall”. The 
teacher-centered program had 
students from each grade, kin- 
dergarten through sixth, selling 
merchandise and services. The 
students had been busy since early 
April making items to sell at the 
mall. Profits of more than $500 will 
be used to purchase educational 
equipment for the school. 

The career education shopping 
mall was the culminating activity of 
a school-wide career education unit 
that stressed manufacturing, ad- 
vertising, promoting, and selling of 
objects and services provided by the 
teachers and students. 

At the shopping mall, parents ate 
a fancy meal prepared and served 
by sixth grade students. Parents 


made reservations, were shown to a 
table and ordered from a student- 
made menu. 

Parents dropped their children off 
at the “Theater” to see an Abbot and 
Costello movie while they did their 
shopping. Popcorn and treats for 
family pets were sold by kin- 
dergarten students. The first and 
second graders sold seashells, 
cookies, flowers, nicknacks, and 
baked goods. 

A scrumptious cake was the prize 
at the third grade Cake Walk. Third 
graders also sold plants, plant- 
watchers, and book markers. Fourth 
graders made and sold corsages, 
hand made flowers and coat 
hangers. The fifth grade held a 
gigantic rummage sale. Sixth 
graders also had a make-up salon 
where adults were painted like 
clowns.

Friends and acquaintances of 
probably the most familiar face in 
Romulus City Hall will gather at the 
Progressive Club to pay tribute to 
her with cocktails at 6:30 p.m. and 
dinner beginning at 7:30 p.m. 

“Tootie”, who has remained 
single, first went to work for the 
community back in July of 1953, a 
time when there was only one bank 
in Romulus and 10 years before the 
first subdivision was built in Huron 
River Estates. 

Commenting on her service in the 
water department under eight 
different administrations, she said, 
“The only difference in the dty hall 
under every new mayor are the new 
faces and new policies and that 
happens every two years.” 

She recalls when Hyle Carmichael 
was mayor and offered her the 
opportunity of being department 
head, an appointive position, and

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turning him down. 

“I felt that I could not give up 17 
years of seniority by taking the 
department head’s job and then 
losing it when another ad- 
ministration took over. I know I 
made the right decision,” she ex- 
plained. 

Today, “Tootie” said, the water 
department has about 6,600 
customers compared with the 1,070 
back in 1953 when she first started 
working for the city. 

Although a computer today does

In addition to working on the 
billing machine, “Tootie” answers 
the telephone to explain water bills 
to customers and to handle a 
multitude of other inquiries. 

As she looks back on her days with 
the city of Romulus, she recalls that 
about 7,000 persons in four precincts 
comprised the population of the 
community, compared with some 
25,000 inhabitants in 19 precincts as 
of this year. 

Active in community affairs, 
“Tootie” has been a Red Cross 
member for more than 20 years and 
one of its first presidents. She has

Area strawberry growers 


get bumper crop in 1978 


The endangered Kirtland warbler 
nests each summer in northeast 
Lower Michigan and only 200 of the 
songbirds are left in the world. 
Nesting areas in the jackpine 
forests around Oscoda County are 
open for free guided tours from 9 
a m. to 1 p.m. through July 23 daily 
except Wednesday from the ranger 
station four miles south of Mio (517- 
826-3717) and daily from the 
Michigan DNR field office at 
Grayling (517-348-6371). 


Strawberry harvest now is in full 
swing, according to Gerald 
Draheim, Wayne County Extension 
agent. The harvest season is about a 
week to 10 days behind last year and 
most growers should reach peak 
production over the Fourth of July 
Weekend. 

A late spring held blossoms back, 
said Draheim, butwhenthe weather 
broke, growers were beyond the 
danger of frost and the berries set 
heavy and with the cool weather 
have sized well. 

A bumper crop of strawberries is 
not all left up to mother nature, 
although she does have a lot to say 
about the size of the crop and the 
quality of the fruit Growers must 
know how to control Strawberry 


Weevil and Clipper, Tarnished Plant 
Bug, and the Sap Beetle and how to 
surpress diseases like Leaf Blight 
and Leaf Spot, Blossom End Rot, 
RedSteeleand Black Root Rot. This 
requires careful ground 
preparation, selection of quality 
plants which in most cases have 
risen in cost to well over 100 percent 
the last three years and to develop a 
good insect and disease control 
program. With adequate fertilizer 
and soil moisture, itcanallpay off in 
a good crop such as we have this 
year. 

Many of the growers on this side of 
the state are members of the East 
Michigan U-Pick Growers 
Association and will upon request 
provide customers with a directory 


of Pick-Your-Own growers and 
recipiesonhowtomake the best use 
of the berries harvested. Then too, 
says Draheim, you can check your 
local newspapers undo* “GOOD 
THINGS TO EAT’ section for ad- 
ditional information on Pick-Your- 
Own farms or request the Michigan 
Department of Agricultures’ 
brochure “Country Carousel” that 
lists all kinds of Pick-Your-Own 
fruit and vegetable farms in all of 
the Michigan’s eighty one counties. 


Local Chamber ol Commerce 
offices and the local Cooperative 
Extension Service office can also 
provide you with the names of Pick- 
Your-Own farms in your immediate 
area Draheim said.

Belleville hooks 
visiting fishermen 


Over the past years, Belleville has 
experienced a mini-boom each 
summer spurred by its lake and 
associated summer activities. But, for 
some time, the lake has created 
problems which have been left 
unattended. 

On almost any evening, the visitor to 
Belleville will witness lines of people 
along the shore of the lake testing their 
skills against the local fish. But more 
than likely, the fisherman will get 
caught, not the fish. 

The problem lies in the fact that 
there is little space for all those 
fishermen to park their cars. 

And now, with last week’s action by 
the Belleville City Council, and the 
Van Buren Board of Trustees, the cost 
of fishing may even be going higher. 

In an attempt to resolve the con- 
tinuing parking problems experienced 
by the fishermen, and their disregard 
for local residents’ private property, 
city fathers have made the decision to 
completely ban fishing in posted areas 
along the shore of the lake near 
Belleville Road and Belleville Bridge. 

The city’s decision follows in the 
wake of more than 200 citations issued 
this year for illegally parked autos 
across the bridge by Van Buren 
Township police, with no apparent let- 
up in sight. 

How 

Get it in 

How does one go about getting a 
news item published in the paper 9 A 
common question asked by hundreds 
of individuals and groups throughout 
the community. 

Because the question has been asked 
so frequently in the past, and will 
probably be asked again in the future, 
Associated Newspapers is devoting 
this space to a detailed explanation of 
how to improve the chances that your 
story will make the pages of your 
newspaper. 

A community group or civic 
organization should suggest that their 
group give one person the respon- 
sibility of dealing with the paper. That 
person should come into the office and 
discuss with the news editor, the 
paper’s deadline for news items in 
your community, the type of 
photographs suitable for inclusion in 
the paper, and the identifying in- 
formation for photographs. 

In addition, the person delegated the 
responsibility for working with the 
paper should make an attempt to gain 
an understanding of procedures 
employed by the newspaper 

An individual who wishes to place an 
item in the paper should also contact 
the news editor for deadlines and the 
proper procedures for preparing news 
material and photos for submission 

In general, any item submitted to 
your paper will have a better chance 
of getting in if a few simple guidlines 
are followed 

Always type submitted material, if 
possible. It is time-consuming and 
costly for the newspaper* to type 
material that is submitted in hand- 
written form. Further, some people 
write illegibly and it is almost im- 
possible to read their information 

Again, if material is typed, it should 
be triple spaced. This will allow the 
editor to correct spelling and gram- 
matical errors Single-spaced letters 
do not provide any space for those 
corrections 


We think it is unfortunate that the 
city of Belleville has taken this ap- 
proach to the problem. 

Since the lake is a vital source of 
summer revenue for local merchants, 
and an attraction for many visitors, it 
would have been more appropriate for 
the officials of the area to attempt to 
provide the necessary parking for 
visiting fishermen. 

If the communities willingly accept 
the benefits associated with their 
proximity to the lake, they must then 
accept the disadvantages as well. 

We realize that it is much simpler to 
suggest a solution than it is to im- 
plement it, but in this case, we would 
suggest that the local officials of both 
communities should get together and 
try to come up with the necessary 
funds to procure and create a parking 
area which visitors to the lake could 
utilize. 

A good adjunct to that idea would be 
for the city of Belleville to build a 
municipal boat launching site for use 
by visiting fishermen. 

But, in the meantime, if you plan on 
fishing in Belleville Lake, find a legal 
fishing area and a legal parking spot, 
or the trip may just cost you more than 
you had expected.

the paper 

If the material is submitted hand- 
written, it should also be triple-spaced 
on lined paper, and the material 
should be printed rather than written. 

Photographs which accompany any 
news item submitted to the paper 
should be black and white, no smaller 
than two inches square or larger than 
8 by 10 inches. All photographs should 
have the name of the subjects printed 
on the back, and also the name of the 
person they are to be returned to. 

Color photographs sometimes can 
be used, but may be rejected by the 
photo editor, if he believes they will 
not reproduce properly. 

If a photograph is necessary to 
properly support the news item sent 
in, a call well in advance of the ac- 
tivity should be made to request that a 
photographer be assigned. 

While it is impossible for the paper 
to assign a photographer to all the 
requested events, we will make every 
effort to cover events of a broad 
general interest. 

These few simple guidelines will 
considerably improve the chances of a 
submitted story making it into the 
paper. 

While we are dedicated to serving 
the community, it only stands to 
reason that articles properly prepared 
will be handled the fastest, and there 
are times when we will have no one 
available for handling those articles 
that may require special treatment. 

Never request that your news item 
be taken over the phone. This practice 
leads to errors and if the article is 
worth printing, it is worth printing 
correctly 

Clip this article from the paper and 
keep it handy for those times when you 
mighl wish to submit an article to the 
paper 

By following these guidelines, you 
will make our job easier and your 
article better.

Lobby reform progress

On Tuesday, June 13, the Michigan 
Senate gave its approval to the con- 
troversial lobby reform bill and in the 
process opened further the door of scrutiny 
to the legislative process. The bill now 
goes to the House where favorable action 
is anticipated. 

Crucial to the content of the bill is that it 
continues to hold sacred the right of an 
individual or group to engage in the 
honorable profession of lobbying. Ap- 
propriately, the focus is on disclosure, not 
restriction, of lobbying activities. The 
public will be afforded the opportunity to 
decide for themselves who is attempting to 
influence a member of the executive or 
legislative branch of Michigan govern- 
ment. 

It goes without saying that lobbying is a 
powerful activity in Lansing. Currently, 
nearly 500 lobbyists are registered with the 
only disclosure requirements being the 
names of lobbyists and their 
organizations. The public has no way of 
knowing what a lobbyist does or how much 
they spend in affecting the outcome of 
administrative or legislative action. This 
bill significantly alters those 
requirements. 

The measure approved by the Senate 
would: 


Health Beat 


..require those individuals who spend 
$1,000 or more during a year in influencing 
legislative or administrative action to 
register as lobbyists with the Secretary of 
State’s Office. 

...require lobbyists to file quarterly 
reports detailing their lobbying activities 
and expenses incurred while lobbying. 

...require separate itemization of food 
and beverage expenditures if those ex- 
penses exceed $15 in one month or $50 a 
year on a single public official. 

...require lobbyists to disclose tran- 
sactions exceeding $500 between the 
lobbyist and a public official, a member of 
that official’s immediate family or a 
business with which the public official is 
associated. 

Certain restrictive measures were also 
included in the bill. Namely, lobbyists 
would be prohibited from loaning money to 
public officials unless that loan was in the 
normal course of business. The bill would 
also prevent the granting of preferential 
interest rates solely on the basis of the loan 
recipient being a public official. Further, 
lobbyists would be prevented from giving 
a gift to the public official, or that public 
official’s immediate family, valued at 
more than $25. 

TheSecretarv of State would be required 


not only to publish quarterly summaries of 
lobbyist reports but also to make periodic 
audits of the lobbyist reports to insure 
accuracy. In order to prevent harassment 
of any particular lobbyist the selection 
procedure for those to be audited would be 
based on a scientific random sample and 
no lobbyist could be audited more than 
once a year. 

One final point should be made. Press 
reports and floor debate might very well 
have left the mistaken impression that all 
lobbyists are cutting back room deals and 
their activities are characterized by a 
consistent lack of integrity. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. 

The majority of lobbyists are hard- 
working, honest, articulate represen- 
tatives of reputable organizations. Their 
input into the legislative process is in- 
valuable as they frequently present 
needed data concerning a particular bill or 
issue. The lobbying bill, I’m convinced, 
will reinforce that notion. 

During the past two years the Michigan 
Legislature has passed political reform 
legislation, open meetings acts and now 
the lobbying bill. These measures are 
designed to open the legislative process up 
to the scrutiny of the entire citizenry of 
Michigan.. . and this is how it should be.

He was a young Air Force lieutenant 
riding a train between Tachikawa and 
Tokyo, Japan; it was April 1953. 

Like most of the trains which made the 
49-mile trip between those two Japanese 
cities, it was crowded and people were 
standing and holding onto the leather 
straps which hung from the roof of the 
cars. 

He reached into his insided uniform 
pocket and managed to get out a cigarette- 
-it was Camels he smoked in those days. 
The cigarette was placed in his mouth, and 
he began to feel in his pockets for his 
lighter while doing his best to remain 
upright on the rickety train as it raced past 
the snow-covered countryside. 

From out of nowhere, it seemed, a hand 
appeared under his cigarette. In the hand 
was a Japanese-style Zippo cigarette 
lighter which was promptly fired up to 
support the lieutenant’s habit. 

He looked down and saw a Japanese 
civilian, possibly age 50, with an abun- 
dance of gold teeth which were ac- 
centuated by an enormous grin. 

In Japanese he thanked his benefactor. 
There was an awkward moment and then 
the civilian began a conversation. 

The lieutenant’s Japanese was limited to 
what he had learned in an Air Force cram 
course just prior to being sent to the Far 
East and it soon became obvious that there 
would be a one-sided conversation unless 
English was used. 

The civilian recognized the problem and 
switched to a fairly decent English. 

“Where you from?’’ 

“Detroit,” was the curt reply. 


“Ah so, I been Detroit many years ago.” 

I bet you were, he thought. I bet you 
were one of those Japanese businessmen 
who toured Detroit’s auto factories to 
learn the methods of mass production just 
prior to World War II. 

The lietuenant had been conditioned to 
distrust and almost to despise anyone 
oriental. You come to our country, learned 
how to produce weaponry, and then took 
our own technology to us at Pearl Harbor, 
and Guam, and Bataan, and Iwo Jima. 
Yeah you little (unprintable), I’m sure you 
know Detroit all right. 

“Where you go, lieutenant?” 

“Tokyo. I want to see the Emporer’s 
Palace and some of the Ginza downtown.” 

“You have hotel?” 

“Naw, but I think I’ll try to get a room in 
the Imperial.” 

“You come my house and be my guest, 
yes?” 

Well, why not. God knows these people 
owe me something. I can free load for a 
couple of days. Those were the only 
thoughts that went through the 
lieutenant’s mind. Besides, he’d never 
been inside a Japanese house, and most 
likely would never again have the chance. 

“O.K., I accept your offer.” 

They arrived in Tokyo Station and 
walked to the civilian’s home 

It was a small home, but it still boasted a 
Japanese garden. And it was clean. The 
lieutenant was soon to learn that if the 
Japanese had limited water rations, they 
would clean their homes and themselves 
before they would drink the water. 

They sat down in what would be con- 


sidered the living room. But it was sure 
different than any living room the 
lieutenant had ever seen. 

There was a large hole in the middle of 
the floor, and perhaps three feet down into 
the hole a fire was smoldering. 

You sat on the edge of the hole with your 
legs dangling down. A blanket was placed 
on your lap, and in no time you were as 
snug as could be. 

Fronp behind a sliding door, the 
civilian’s wife appeared. She was carrying 
a pot of hot saki — a Japanese rice wine 
which richly deserves its reputation for 
potency. 

As the saki flowed, the lieutenant began 
to mellow. The conversation centered 
about America: religion, politics, labor 
unions, history, food, housing, recreation. 
Indeed, in three hours the two men 
covered the American scene as perhaps it 
has never been covered before under such 
circumstances. 

And the lieutenant thought. I 
begrudgingly called him a despicable 
name, thought he owed me something, and 
in general have been a rotten person. 
Why? 

The answer is painfully obvious. The 
lieutenant behaved as too often some 
people behave when they face some one or 
something about whom or which they 
know very little. 

Our conditioning results in knee-jerk 
reactions to certain stimuli, and that’s no 
good. Before final judgments are made, 
maybe we all ought to think about exer- 
cising that gray mass called the brain. 

It certainly couldn’t hurt, could it! 



'Great Rip-offs by the U.S. Postal Service' 


To the Editor: 

Will there be no end to the bureaucratic 
insults handed down from the U.S. Postal 
Service? 

I refer to Postmaster Stottlemyer's 
letter to you in last week’s Wayne Eagle in 
which he apologized for the long lines at 
the Post Office the previous week. 

What Mr. Stottlemyer didn’t mention 
was the fact that those long lines were 
caused as a result of the U.S. Postal 
Service getting into the welfare business 
more and the postal business less He well 
know s that most of the people in those lines 
were thereto buy food stamps, not postage 
stamps 

Were Mr Stottlemyer not so busy trying 
to “sell” another “rip-off’’ from the U.S 
Postal Service called “stamps by mail,” 
he might have time to come up with more 
practical solutions to the problems of long 
lines at the Post Office 

For example, w'hv not have a separate 
line and a single window at the counter for 
food stamp customers, leaving other 
windows and clerks free to transact 
regular post office business 0 

Why do I call Stamps by Mail a rip off 9 
Mainly because they attach a 40-cent 
service charge to it. and that’s pure profit 
for the U.S. Postal Service! 

When you send in your order for stamps, 


presumably you send a check or money 
order to cover the cost of the stamps you 
are ordering plus your 40-cent service 
charge Once your order arrives at the 
Post Office, the cost of processing that 
stamp order can’t be any greater than it 
costs now to buy those same stamps over 
the counter 

As far as delivering those stamps to the 
customer is concerned, it should be a 
simple matter to include delivery of those 
stamps in with the regular mail delivery to 
the customer 

Outside of an envelope to deliver the 
stamps, I fail to see any extra expense 
incurred by the Post Office I would 
suspect there areeven good savings for the 
Post Office if we buy our stamps by mail. 
There simply is no justification for a 49 
cent service charge! That’s why I believe 
the program is a “ripoff ." 

If you want another example of a “rip 
off’’ by the U.S. Postal Service, wait, Mr 
Editor, until you get the bill for your 
newspaper’s Post Office box. You will not 
believe the increase in charges. 

A box that cost $25 00 a year to rent a 
year ago has now increased by sixty 
percent, to $40.00 per year. 

How' an agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment can justify a sixty percent increase 
in charges while the President of the 


United States asks business to help fight 
inflation by holding down prices can only 
boggle the mind! 

Again, such an increase in price can be 
nothing but another U.S. Postal Service 
“rip off” because those individuals and 
businesses who rent post office boxes are 
helping the Post Office to save money. 
After all, mail that is placed in a post office 
box does not have to be delivered by a 
carrier, and that has to result in savings to 
the Post Office What would happen if all 
those postal patrons who i Be boxes at the 
Post Office and pick up their own mail, 
suddenly decided they wanted their mail

The increased volume of mail to deliver 
would have to cost the Post Office more 
money 

Obviously most holders of post office 
boxes aren’t renting them to save the Post 
Office money There are many reasons for 
using a Post Office box and fair and 
reasonable increases would be acceptable. 
But a sixty percent increase? 

Come on, Mr. Postmaster, take that 
increase, place it in the same file with the 
“stamps by mail” program and file it all 
under “Great Rip-offs by the U.S. Postal

I would like to take this opportunity to 
publicly commend the Romulus City 
Council for their timely sense of duty and 
civic responsibility in passing the 1978 city 
budget prior to the end of the fiscal year. 

The city budget is probably the single 
most important document a city council is 
called upon to pass in any given year 

The budgeting process provides city 
administrators with yearly opportunity for 
setting goals, for policy development, for 
planning of capital improvements and for 
an evaluation of the operation of all city 
functions and levels of service provided to 
residents . 

As each new city budget is presented, it 
is a challenge to start anew and an op- 
portunity to improve the municipality’s 
programs for the good of the entire 
community. 

The task can at times be perplexing and 
often frustrating given such factors as 
inflation, limited resources and demands 
for improved and expanded services. 

The budget process is also a com- 
munication process.

The circle is completed 
when citizens react to programs and 
services by informing officials when ex- 
pectations are reached or fall short.

We have had to absorb a half million 
dollar operational increase to defray the 
cost of increased union wages, police 
services, utilities and insurances. At the 
same time, we have eliminated the one per 
cent collection f ee a nd reduced the millage 
assessed for debt retirement from three 
mills to 22 mills. 

Those organizational changes suggested 
by council, will, I believe, serve to enhance 
efficiency and improve services to 
residents. 

Again, my congratulations to the council 
for their knowledge, input and foresight. It 
is my desire that we can continue to work 
together for the betterment of the city. The 
passage of the budget at this time bodes 
well for the future.

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In buying a mobile home 

Consider more than price and interior

Tlie problem of finding an af- 
fordable place to live makes many 
consumers think about buying a 
mobile home. While a mobile home 
may be relatively inexpensive, there 
are many things to consider besides 
the price before deciding to pur- 
chase one. 

Shop around for a reputable 
dealer. This is more important than 


in most purchases, because the 
dealer along with the manufacturer 
usually is responsible for the 
warranty work on the mobile home. 
To see if a dealership has any 
complaints filed against it, check 
with the Michigan Mobile Home 
Commission by calling (517 ) 374-9586 
or writing 6546 Merchantile Way, 
P.O. Box 30222, Lansing 48909. The 
commission licenses mobile home 
dealers and can tell you how long 
they have been in business. 

When looking at a mobile home, 
examine it carefully. Look for 


evidence of sound construction, such 
as carefully fitted paneling and 
carpeting. Don’t be distracted by a 
fancy interior. You may want to ask 
the dealer for some names of former 
customers who own the model 
you’re interested in buying so you 
can talk to them about how they like 
the mobile home and what problems 
they’ve encountered with it. 

Remember to compare 
warranties as you shop. Since this 
will be your home, you’ll want a 
comprehensive warranty to cover 
anything which goes wrong. Make 


sure there are warranties from tne 
manufacturer to go with the ap- 
pliances in the mobile home. This 
includes ranges, refrigerators and 
other small electrical appliances. 
Check which year the appliances 
were manufactured and how long 
the mobile home has been stored. 
Remember, only a mobile home 
which has been manufactured in 
1978 can be advertised as a new 
mobile home.

Baby tears thrive 
on north, east light 


A bathroom or kitchen 
window with a northern 
or eastern exposure is 
just what the plant 
doctor ordered for baby 
tears ( Helxine 
solierolii). 

According to 
Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists, this 
creeping, trailing plant 
with its masses of tiny, 
light green leaves 
makes an excellent 
hanging specimen in a 
location with humid air, 
^Hrffused light and 
moderate temperatures 
(70 degrees during the 
day, 50-55 degrees at 
night). 

Pot baby tears in a 
rich, humusy 
houseplant soil with 
provisions for good 


drainage. A half-and- 
half mixture of peat 
moss and prepared 
houseplant soil is good. 

Water whenever the 
soil surface begins to 
dry out to keep the soil 
around the roots moist, 
but not soaking wet, at 
all times. Be careful not 
to overwater — the 
plant is susceptible to 
root rot. Un- 
derwatering, especially 
if the air around the 
plant is too dry, will 
result in the plant’s 
drying up. Fertilize with 
any standard 
houseplant fertilizer 
every two months. 

Because of its 
preference for humid 
air, the fast growing 
baby tears makes a 
good creeping ground 


cover for terrariums. 

It has no major plant 
pests. 

Baby tears branches 
freely and roots 
wherever stems touch 
soil. Propagation is by 
division or planting 
rooted stem segments.

While you shop, you should also 
think about where to locate the 
mobile home. If you plan to locate it 
on your own property, be sure to ask 
local zoning officials if it’s legal. 
Check to see if utility hook-ups can 
be provided and if there are related 
charges. 

Mobile home parks are the most 
common sites for mobile homes. 
Rent for a space in one can vary 
from $60 to $125 a month. It’s im- 
portant to check what services are 
included with the rent. Some parks 
provide clubhouses, pools and tennis 
courts as well as services like snow 
removal. Other parks may provide 
little more than a space to park a 
mobile home. 

Carefully consider the rules of the 
park regarding such things as pets, 
landscaping, guests and storage of 
large items outside the mobile 
home. Ask tenants who live in the 
park how they like it and how the 
management handles problems. 
Make sure you can live comfortably 
in the arrangement of the park. You 
might not be happy if the mobile 
homes are very close to each other. 


Check also to see if the park 
provides individual meters for 
utilities; this assures you pay only 
for your fair share of electricity, 
water and fuel. 

Extras add up quickly once you’ve 
selected a mobile park site and 
purchased a mobile home. These 
may include such items as in- 
surance, transportation costs from 
the dealership to the park and ac- 
cessories required by the mobile 
home park. 

Like any other large purchase, 
remember it’s important to shop 
carefully. This means pay close 
attention to the dealer, the mobile 
home itself, financing and in- 
surance, and a place to locate the 
mobile home. 

In addition to these items, con- 
sumers should be aware of the 
controversy among builders of 
conventional homes and mobile 
home manufacturers about the 
safety of mobile homes. Many feel 
the building requirements for 
conventional homes are much 
stricter and therefore safer than the 
ones for mobile homes. Others say 
these standards are too costly and 
have driven many people out of the 
housing market.

Rex 

needs 

green 


The colorful foliage of 
the rex begonia 
(Begonia rex) is par- 
ticularly striking when 
it’s displayed against a 
backdrop of green 
plants. The casual plant 
hobbyist may find it a 
difficult plant to grow, 
however. 

Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists suggest that 
the rex begonia be 
treated as a holiday pot 
plant. Enjoy it for the 
one to three months you 
can expect it to survive, 
then discard it when it 


begins to decline, they 
advise. 

The appeal of the rex 
begonia is its brightly 
colored, lopsided 
heartshaped leaves 
marked with bands and 
splotches of maroon, 
lavendar, red, pink, 
green, silver and gray. 

Pot in a rich, humusy 
soil made of equal parts 
peat and houseplant 
pottingsoil. Because the 
rex begonia has a 
shallow root system, a 
shallow container is 
recommended. 

Water whenever the 
soil surface begins to 


dry; keep the soil 
around the roots moist 
but not dripping wet .at 
all times. Avoid over- 
watering which leads to 
crown rot. Fertilize 
every month with any 
standard houseplant 
fertilizer at half- 
strength. 

The rex begonia 
requires high humidity 
to thrive. This usually is 
the limiting factor in the 
home. Misting is not the 
answer — the leaves 
will not tolerate water 
standing on them. 

Place the plant where 


it will get bright, in- 
direct light from a 
sunny window* Do not 
expose it to direct sun. 
The rex begonia also is 
good under oartial or 
total artificial light. 

Warm temperatures 
— 80-85 degrees during 
the day and a night 
minimum of 62-65 
degrees — are best. 

Possible pests of the 
rex begonia include 
mealybugs and white 
flies. 

Propagation is by leaf 
cuttings and segments, 
division or seeds.

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Of Petitpren conflict 


W- W ed board will air pros and cons

' ANP Staff Writer 
Conflict of interest charges, and 
the defense against them, will be 
aired at a July 10 public hearing 
scheduled by the Wayne -Westland 
school board for one of its members, 
Dr Vincent J Petitpren 
At thattime. Petitpren will try and 
show- why his two positions, as 
elected school board trustee and as 
appointed superintendent of Taylor 
Schools, do not pose a conflict of 
interest. 


The hearing was called at the 
request of Wayne-Westland board 
trustee Frederick Warmbier, two 
weeks after the school board 
received an attorney general’s 
opinion calling Petitpren’s two 
positions “incompatible ” 

Warmbier originally asked for the 
attorney general’s opinion in 
February, after Petitpren took the 
job of superintendent in Taylor. 

At a Board of Education meeting 
Monday night, Warmbier asked 
Petitpren if he would resign his seat 


on the school board, saying that "Dr. 
Petitpren’s continued presence as a 
school board member exposes the 
board to possible liability,” if the 
board doesn’t take action to resolve 
the problem 

“As he has refused to resign or 
take responsible action to remove 
the incompatibility and-or eliminate 
the liability exposure, his inaction 
constitutes a willful act of 
misfeasance and-or non-feasance in 
office.” 

Warmbier stressed that he has no 


Is there rail station 
in Wayne's future? 


There may be a SEMTA and 
AMTRAK rail station in Wayne’s 
future. 

A recent study made by William 
Kessler and Associates Inc., and 
presented to Council by Edward 
Francis, offered possible recom- 
mendations for a Conrail and 
warehouse site on lands located in 
the southend. 

TheCouncil had commissioned the 
architectural firm to do a study of 
the area located south of Michigan 
Ave. East, down to the railroad 
tracks, from the site of the new 
Kroger Store on the WesUWiUiams 
Street), and toward the east to Third 
Street. 

Francis informed the Council that 
the area “has definite potential for 
continuous growth, but that the 
particular area we were coip- 
missioned to study is threatened 
because of the negative influences of 
time — it is an older section of the 
city and it has aged. 

“Infactsome of these homes were 
built during the first half of the 19th 


IT 


century* and could be designated as 
historical sites,” Francis said. 

Francis pinpointed sites for the 
SEMTA stations — one south of 
railroad, ,the other north and said 
that the northerly site would avoid 
railroad tieups. He said that SEMTA 
would not have these stations 
operable until 1981. 

Francis’ study for a warehouse 
site concluded that the area around 
Brush Street and Wayne Rd. would 
support such a structure. 

There is speculation that a lumber 
company wants land to build the 
warehouse. 

Though t he study was requested at 
the request of council, it is just that 
—a study — of what the possibilities 
and alternatives are for the 
revitalization of that land. 

Councilman Milton Mack Jr. was 
equally interested in preserving the. 
historic aspects of the area. He 
asked the administration: "Do we 
actually have a policy for preserving 
and developing our historical 
sites?”

personal grudge against Petitpren, 
but wants to make sure the entire 
board is not jeopardized by doing 
nothing to react to the attorney 
general’s opinion. 

Petitpren is taking steps to 
challenge the opinion of Attorney 
General Frank Kelley that con- 
cluded that “the offices of member 
of the board of education of a local 
school district and of superintendent 
of schools of a different local school 
district are incompatible.” 

He has asked for a hearing before 
the Opinion Review Board, which 
has authority to revise or change 
attorney general’s opinions. He has 
also asked the attorney general for a 
second opinion, this time 
specifically on his case, and not on a 
general question. 

Petitpren also maintained that the 
opinion did not really answer the 
original question and ignored the 
issue of conflict by calling the 
positions “incompatible.” He said 
the opinion did not even mention the 
fact that the two districts have a 
common lobbying group, and did not 
take into account that the 
superintendent job is appointive. 

However, a spokesman for the 
attorney general’s office yesterday 
said that as far as they’re con- 
cerned, the opinion already written 
does answer the question of the 
specific case. However, he said, the 
Opinion Review Board can always 
change the opinion once the specific 
facts are known Petitpren will 
present details of his case, outlining 
how he believes that his two 
positions in fact complement each 
other because the two districts are 
so similar. 

Petitpren has also asked a second 


question in his request for an at- 
torney general’s opinion, one that 
elaborates on his contention that if 
“potential for conflict” is a con- 
sideration as the attorney general 
said, then many office holders would 
be affected. 

His second question is: “May the 
same person serve as a regent of 
Eastern Michigan University and as 
superintendent of the Wavne- 
Westland Community Schools?” 

The question refers to Wayne- 
Westland Supt. Timothy Dyer, who 
is an EMU regent. 

If you want to talk about conflict, 
Petitpren said, then examples such 
as Dyer would have to be studied, 
too. Dyer, as a representative of 
higher education, competes with 
local school districts for education 
dollars, and that would pose a 
conflict, Petitpren maintained.

worked. And that is exactly what we 
are going to do next year ” 


Ms. Yearout’s concept of what she 
calls a “quality product” also calls 
for a lot of work. She is eager to 
begin. 

Aside from making the 1979 
"Aurora” more personal, she will 
bring in the people and 
organizations which make Eastern 
an important school. 

"Yearbooks are difficult to make 

appealing to everyone, but we can 
cover most of the students and 
organizations by using Michigan 
State’s technique." To this end, Ms.

Legislation establishing a 
streamlined state energy agency 
has been approved by the House, 
according to State Rep Edward 
Mahalak <D-38th District). 

The bill sets up an independent 
energy agency to handle energy 
conservation and development 
programas at the state level, and 
serve as Michigan’s official link with 
federal Department of Energy, the 
Romulus Democrat explained. 

The Energy Agency has several 
major advantages over the 
department structure which has 
been advocated by the Governor” he 


said, adding: “It separates the 
regulatory function, leaving un- 
touched the Public Service Com- 
mission; it is less expensive because 
of lower staffing requirements; and 
much of the red tape a department 
would create is avoided.”

ARTICLE 1 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR 
REGULATIONS REQUIRING THE INSTALLATION AND 
MAINTENANCE OF SMOKE DETECTION DEVICES 

Short Title: Smoke Detector Ordinance 
SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS 

A. Residential Unit. All buildings or structures in which families or 
households live or in which sleeping accomodations are provided for in- 
dividuals with or without dining facilities. The term Residential Units shall 
only include those existing single, multiple and mixed occupancy buildings 
with up to four Residential Units including but not limited to the following 
types: one-family, two-family, multi-family, apartment house, boarding 
house, tourist house, dormitory and senior citizen and adult foster care 
facility. 

B. Smoke Detector. An instrument which detects visible or invisible par- 
ticles of combustion and activates a signaling device. 

C. Single Station Alarm Device. Any assemble incorporating the smoke 
detector, control equipment, and the signaling device in one unit, operated 
from a power supply either in the unit, or obtained at the point of installation. 

D. Smoke Detection System. One or more smoke detectors in any system 
composed of self supervised smoke detection and signaling device, operated 
on an approved, permanently wired, electric circuit, so arranged that the 
activation of any one smoke detection device will activate all signaling 
devices throughout the building. 

E. Approved Detectors. All devices or systems which comply with the 
specifications of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc. or any other nationally 
recognized laboratory standards and bear a label indicating that the 
detector has been so listed and approved. 

F. Sale or Transfer. To convey any interest in a Residential Unit except by 
lease, mortgage, gift, devise, bequest or lien foreclosure. The sale or 
transfer shall be deemed to occur upon transfer of title, the execution of a 
Land Contract or the exercise of an option to purchase the Residential Unit. 
SECTION 2. SALE, TRANSFER, REPAIR 

It shall be unlawful to sell, transfer or act as broker for a sale or transfer of a 
Residential Unit, or to occupy or allow the Residential Unit to be occupied 
after the sale or transfer thereof, or where any structural change or repair of 
I a value in excess of three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars has been done to a 
Residential Unit, unless the Residential Unit meets the requirements con- 
tained herein. 

(a) One or more smoke detectors shall be installed in all single-family 
residential units. At least one smoke detector shall be installed on the first 
living level. Smoke detectors shall also be installed at the top of each 
stairwell leading to any occupied area. If the location at the top of the 
stairwell is more than fifteen (15) feet from the doorway leading to a room 
used for sleeping purposes, additional units shall be installed within a fifteen 
(15) foot radius of said doorway. 

(b) One or more smoke detectors shall be installed in all two, three or four- 
family residential buildings. A minimum of smoke detector shall be required 
to be installed in each Residential Unit, within fifteen (15) feet of any 
doorway leading to a room used for sleeping purposes. In addition, smoke 
detectors shall be required to be located at the uppermost ceiling of all in- 
terior stairwells. 

SECTION 3. INSTALLATION AND MAINTENANCE 

(a) The installation and maintenance shall be in accordance with the 
requirements of the National Fire Protection Association’s Pamphlet No. 

74, Incorporated by reference herein except whereas otherwise superseded 
by this Ordinance. Installation shall be either on the ceiling, at least six (6) 
inches away from any wall or, on a wall, located from six (6) to twelve (12) 
inches from the ceiling. 

(b) The Building Department shall, after inspection, certify compliance, 
indicating that the Residential Unit meets the requirements of this Or- 
dinance and provide the Fire Marshal with a copy of the report indicating 
said compliance. 

SECTION 4. EXCEPTIONS 

(a) Buildings having an automatic sprinkler system equipped with water 
flow alarms and supervised shut-off valves installed and maintained in 
accordance with the National Fire Protection Association’s Pamphlet No. 13 
are not required to comply with the provisions of this ordinance. 

(b) The Fire Marshal of the Romulus Fire Department shall have the 
authority to waive the requirements of this ordinance and aDDrove an 
alternate method adequately safeguards the occupants of this particular 
Residential Unit in question. 

(c) Single station alarm devices may be voluntarily installed in buildings 

with four (4) or less Residential Units without having to secure permits or 
approvals of the City’s Fire, or Building Departments; provided: the single 
station alarm devices are installed according to the location requirement 
contained in this Ordinance However, if said single station alarm device is 
directly connected to the electrical system of the building or if the single 
station alarm device is installed by any person hired or reimbursed in any 
manner for the installation, the necessary permits and approvals of Section 
2(a) shall be required \ 

SECTION 5. REMEDIES 

Any person who shall violate any provision of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred 
($500.00) dollars, or by imprisonment for not more than ninety (90) days, or 
by both for each violation The imposition of a penalty for any violation of 
this ordinance shall not excuse the violation nor shall the violation be per- 
mitted to continue. 

SECTION 6. SEVERABILITY 

Should any section, clause or provision of thie Ordinance be declared by the 
Court to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this Ordinance as 
a whole or any part thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid. 
SECTION 7. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation.

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter X, Article 1, 

Section 10, of the Omnibus Penal Code 

The City of Romulus Ordains 
SECTION 1. Short Title: Disorderly Persons 

SECTION 2. Section 10 of Chapter X, Article 1, of the Romulus Code of Or- 
dinances, is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. A new Section 10, of Article 1, is hereby adopted to read as 
follows : 

SECTION 10: Disorderly Person 

It shall be unlawful forany person to be a disorderly person. A person is a 
disorderly person if that person is any of the following : 

(a) A person of sufficient ability who refuses or neglects to support his 
family. 

(b) A common prostitute. 

(c) A window peeper. 

(d) A person who engages in an illegal occupation or business. 

(e) A person who is engaged in indecent or obscene conduct in a public 
place. 

(f) A vagrant. 

(g) A person found loitering in a house of ill fame or prostitution or place 
where prostitution or lewdness is practiced, encouraged, or allowed. 

(h) A person who knowingly loiters in or about a place where an illegal 
occupation or business is being conducted. 

(i) A person who loiters in or about a police station, police headquarters 
building, county or city jail, hospital, court building, or any other public 
building or place for the purpose of soliciting employment of legal services 
or the services of sureties upon criminal recognizances. 

(j) A person who is found jostling or roughly crowding people un- 
necessarily in a public place. 

(k) A person who is intoxicated in a public place and who is either en- 
dangering directly the safety of another person or of property or is acting in 
a manner that causes a public disturbance. 

(l) A person who makes or causes loud, offensive or excessive noise which 
disturbs the peace and normal tranquil setting of a neighborhood or a crowd 
in a public place. 

SECTION 4. Should any clause or provision of this Ordinance be declared by 
the courts to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the Or- 
dinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be 
invalid. 

SECTION. 5. Effective Date. This ordinance shall be published in the 
manner provided by law and shall take immediate effect following 
publication in the official Romulus newspaper.

Rosina Lhevinne, a 
world renowned pianist who gave 
concerts in Europe and America 
with her husband, Joseph. 

She taught at the Michigan State 
Normal College Conservatory of 
Music for more than five vears. 

TTie Scotts were married in 1926 
and Mrs. Scott was organist and 
choir director at the Congregational 

Church of Wayne from 1926 to 1946. 
She was organist for Lents Funeral 
Home in Wayne in the early 1960’s 
and played for Uht Funeral Home in 
Westland from 1967-75. 

In addition to those functions, Mrs. 
Scott was gifted to teach others to 
play and instructed hundreds of 
aspiring musicians how to become 
accomplished pianists. 

Before moving to their present 
address, the Scotts lived 24 years on 
Wayne Road, just north of Glenwood 
Ave., in Westland. 

“I remember back in 1926 before 
Wayne Road was paved when the 
streetcar from Detroit ran north in 
front of our house on its way to 
Plymouth and Northville,” Scott 
recalled.

Help with problems is phone call away 


If you are a senior citizen in 
Wayne County and you have a 
problem— large or small— call 963- 
8800 

Help is a phone call away, says 
AnnKolito, supervisor of the seniors 
information and referral (I-R) of- 
fice. t . 

Whether the problem is legal, 


financial, health, personal, or 
anything else, I-R will attempt to put 
the caller on the right road to solving 
it. 

"The call may be a simple inquiry 
such as where i s the nearest food site 
to my home,’ ' Ms Kolito said, ‘‘or it 
may be more complicated, requiring 
a number of calls to social and 


private agencies." 

There also is a referral follow-up 
service and counseling to establish a 
closer relationship between the 
office and the client. 

Another important aspect of the I- 
R is that of advocacy Essentially 
this means it goes to bat for the 
senior, according to Ms. Kolito. 


"The worker may have to make a 
number of calls to determine if the 
caller is entitled to additional 
benefits," she explained. 

The program does not limit itself 
to merely relying on requests for 
help in providing service for the 
seniors The program actually 
reaches into many communities in 


the county and seeks out problems 
which affect the lives of senior 
citizens. 

This is called "Outreach." 

In this effort, I-R is aided by field 
workers who visit senior citizens and 
food sites, such as community and 
religious groups. 

For those seniors, who because of 


language barriers, do not know that 
services are available to them, I-R 
enlists the help of VISTA volunteers 
who do work in the ethnic com- 
munities. This is called "Project 
Senior Ethnic Find." 

The Wayne County Office on Aging 
has a number of programs and 
services for seniors. 



Living stone 
Exotic plant 
is disguised 


WESTERN GRAIN FED BONELESS 


Unless you were looking for them, you might walk 
right over living stones (Lithops species) and never 
know they were there. These exotic little plants are 
so well camouflaged by their shape and dull, 
speckled coloration that they blend right into a 
background of soil and small stones. 

In the wild in South Africa, they grow submerged 
in the soil up to their flat tops. When growing them 
as houseplants, plant them above the soil to prevent 
rotting. 

Michigan State University horticulturists advise 
potting living stones in a soil made of two-thirds 
sand and one-third houseplant potting soil. Such a 
mix will drain well and dry out thoroughly between 
waterings. 

Place the plants where they will be exposed to 
bright light or direct sun and temperatures between 
65 and SO degrees all year. 

Because these plants are native to the southern 
hemisphere, they go dormant during the summer 
months — June through August - and growth during 
the winter - just the opposite of native northern 
plants. Therefore they need less frequent watering 
in the summer - once every three weeks or so - and 
more frequent watering and monthly feeding from 
September through May. 

A sign that the plants are going dormant is the 
formation of a ppaery outer skin. Learn to look for 
this, the MSU experts advise, just in case the plants 
adapt to the northern seasons and begin to grow 
during the summer and go dormant during the 
winter. Overwatering during the dormant period 
can cause them to rot. 

Living stones often are used in dish gardens with 
other desert plants.

At present we’re delighting in fresh-cut head lettuce, 
tender beets, parsley, edible peapods (still!), crisp wax 
beans, scallions and sweet baby carrots. 

By the time this sees print we’ll have eaten the first of 
many, MANY zucchini squash. The tomatoes, nicely firm 
and plump, promise another record crop and the fireballs 
(the early variety) will be ready in about a week. That 
first planting of sweet com will probably see the dinner 
table in late July and, contrary to that old farmer’s 
legend, “knee-high by the Fourth of July”, is already past 
Bert’s waist. 

Previews of coming attractions (which will be canned 
or fresh frozen) include Romano and green beans, 
broccoli, early cabbage and red cabbage, four more 
stands of sweet corn, (which were planted so as t o con- 
tinue a steady supply of the tender, sweet FATTENING 
ears), cucumbers, bell peppers, brussel sprouts, but- 
ternut, buttercup and acorn squash, Spanish onions and 
potatoes. 

And, too, there’s that non-edible crop off to one side, 
which add color by blossoming into bachelor buttons, 
marigolds, zinnias, calendulas, mums, etc. 

It’s sheer pleasure to be sitting on our deck, looking out 
at those neat rows (which just a few weeks back were 
mere furrows) and think about the pickles, stewed 
tomatoes, tomato juice, relishes and pickled beets which 
are to be canned plus all those goodies which will fill the 
freezer come fall 

There’s nothing like a garden to spoil you forever —we 
NEVER buy store-bought broccoli or com on the cob; it’s 
almost like eating cardboard. “Mr. McGregor” HAS 
spoiled us!

It won’t get you into the ballpark 
at a future date but the idea is the 
same. As of this spring, if a store 
advertises a special and then runs 
out of the item before the sale is 
over, customers are entitled to 
rainchecks. 

New consumer protection 
guidelines contained in the Con- 
sumer Item Pricing and Advertising 
Law require merchants who ad- 
vertise non-perishable goods for sale 
at a reduced price, to include in the 
advertisement the number of days 
the sale will run, or state how many 
of the sale items are in stock. 

If the advertisement tells how 
many items are available at the sale 
price, the customer takes his or her 
chance that the supply will last. 

But if the merchant does not 
disclose the number of items 
available and runs out before the 
sale is supposed to end, the con- 
sumer must be given a raincheck. 

This means the customer can buy 
the item at the sale price, when the 
retailer gets it back in stock. The 
merchandise must be made

The merchant does have one 
alternative to this. Instead of giving 
rainchecks the retailer can offer a 
similar item of equal or greater 
monetary value at the sale price, or 
at the same percentage off as the 
unavailable item. 

This policy includes all kinds of 
sales. When an advertisement is 
prepared in ad vance of a close-out or 
clearance sale, the advertiser must 
list the number of items available at 
that time. If the goods are to be sold

Many stores have used rainchecks 
for years as a service to their 
customers The Consumer Item 
Pricing and Advertising Law will 
make this practice universal In 
doing so, it can serve to benefit both 
merchant and customer 

Requiring merchants to advertise 
thenumberof items on sale will help 
consumers to decide whether it is 
worth dashing out to the store to take 
theirchance at picking up a bargain. 
Because of this, storekeepers will 
have fewer irate customers to deal 
with.

Before we continue the mundane job of sportswriting, let’s open 
the mail pouch and see what our readers have been debating about. 

The first letter considers the “Belleville 8” - eight coaches who 
resigned recently over a dispute about where some of the mills 
recently approved by voters in Van Buren should go. 

Here is what the reader has to say: 


Dear Mr. Mooradian, 

I would like to take a moment of your time to let you and your 
readers know an insider’s point of view what Sam Vicchy, the 
Belleville High School swimming coach means to the Belleville 
community. 

I hope this letter will give your readers some insight concerning 
Sam’s stand on the athletic question in the Van Buren Public School 
system. 

I have coached with and have known Sam for the past seven 
years as a diving coach and a swimming coach. During that time I 
have known Sam to be a man of the highest principles. Sam has 
given of himself as a coach and has become a father-image to many 
of the young swimmers which has gone unnoticed by most of the 
people in the community. 

The little things that he does for his student-athletes is one of the 
things I feel sets him above the rest. For instance, I have seen 
swimmers sit in his office crying, spilling all of their problems into 
his lap; countless times parents call him at all hours asking him to 
help their sons or daughters through a problem. 

I think Barry Susterka, (1972 High School All-American) put it 
best: “What the coach has taught me most is how to deal with the 
ups and downs of life.” 

With all of his openness and caring for his swimmers, Sam is also 
very demanding. He pushes his student athletes to their limits; he 
demands that they be good students, not just average; he demands 
that they give their all in practice and in everything they do. 

In my eyes, this has a great deal to do with the mutual respect 
and deep love that he and his athletes have for one another, a 
respect and love that can only be measured by time. 

Sam also has another quality which sets him above the rest, that 
is his uncanny ability to obtain college scholarships for his athletes. 
Since 1971, my first year in Belleville, no less than 20 swimmers and 
divers have been offered some kind of athletic aid to various 
universities. 

The reason for this great number of scholarships has to be 
credited to Sam. He demands and receives excellence in the 
classroom and in the pool. His program has an excellent reputation 
among college coaches. They know that when a Belleville swimmer 
comes to their university they will usually be able to handle the 
academic and athletic pressures that go along with college life. 

Sam’s resignation has hurt me and this community deeply. But I, 
for one, totally support his stand and feel that it is but another 
example of his principles, his goals for this community. 

In closing, Mr Mooradian, let me tell you a short story that will 
put in a nutshell the feelings I see our swimmers have for Sam. Last 
March, at the Suburban 8 Conference swimming and diving 
championships, we lost to Dearborn because we were unable to win 
the last relay. After the meet, Sam sat on a cot, totally exhausted 
and emotionally drained. As I watched I saw one of the most 
beautiful, touching sights I will ever see - swimmer after swimmer 
came to Sam and hugged him and openly wept with him. I heard 
one young man through his tears say, “Coach, I know we let you 
down, but you know we all love you. And thanks for all of the time 
and things you have done for us.” 

Mr. Morradian, this is what Sam Vicchy is all about. So, 
Belleville, you can hire a new varsity swim coach, but you can 
never replace Sam Vicchy.

There is a lot more to a really successful Garage Sale than you might think, but doing 
it right is simply a matter of organization and attention lo certain important details 
To give you the ingredients of a successful sale, here are a few timely tips 


Ulhat to /ell 


Simply stated, anything that still has usability and some value is a good Garage Sale 
item So first you must go through the storage areas of your basement, attic or garage 
and determine what has sales potential Make a list as you go You should find such 
things as garden tools, old furniture, good clothing, toys, musical instruments, sewing 
machines and the like You may be surprised at how many articles you will have 


Advertizing 


Obviously the best way to advertise your sale is m the Classified Advertising section 
of your newspaper These ads are read avidly by people looking for bargains You can 
keep your ad fairly short and still effective by listing the most appealing items separately 
and then lumping others in categories, such as furniture, clothes, toys, antiques, etc 
Of course you will want to use strategically placed signs in the neighborhood -- in 
supermarkets, laundromats, barber shops and schools Spread the word by mouth, 
also, and you will find that news will travel fast 


Pricing 


Everything must be priced to save both you and the customer valuable time Start by 
listing all items by category on an inventory sheet Antiques, for example, should be 
listed separately from other items Clothing should be priced at approximately one- 
eighth the original cost Any clothing 1 0 to 1 5 years old may have nostalgic appeal and 
can be priced slightly higher It might even be placed in the antiques category Electrical 
appliances that work should bring one-fourth the original cost Most prices on most 
articles will be influenced by condition of the items A good-looking item can carry a 
good price If you are involved in a double sale, which we will discuss next, be sure to 
color code your own prices 

Double /ole 

Many people have found it worthwhile to combine their Garage Sale with that of a 
friend or neighbor This saves money on costs of advertising and provides a helping 
hand in arranging items, pricing them, dealing with customers, besides providing 
welcome companionship Don't forget to keep separate inventories and different price 
color coding Another important advantage is a more impressive array of merchandise 

length of /ole 

Most productive sales are those that run at least three days Since tests show that 
Thursday is the best day to advertise, the logical start of a sale would be Friday This 
gives you the entire weekend in which to conduct your business After a day or two the 
word will get around and supplement your advertising efforts After the most attractive 
items are gone, you may wish to reconsider and change prices on those articles which 
have been slow to move ^ , . . 

One-day sales may be profitable for the experienced Garage Sale promoters but in 
the beginner s case many things can go wrong, such as a rainy day. and you may have 
to advertise all over again

your /ole 


The few days before your sale, naturally, will be concerned with selection and 
pricing, but there are someother important preliminary steps You will needchange. so 
get to the bank and gel plenty of small bills and various size coins Sei up a head- 
quarters table conveniently located for your customers and from where you can 
supervise the operation Here you will keep your change your adding machine, your 
inventory lists Always have someone m attendance You also may want to install a hat 
and coat rack and a mirror for the use of those who mav want to try on garments 
Arrange sale items in neat rows and allow plenty of walking 'oom between displays
